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Gubernatorial 
Nominee Zeldin 
Faces GOP 
Primary

U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley) may have 
received the GOP nomination in his run for 
governor, but Republicans are still lining up 
to challenge him in the June 28 gubernatorial 
primary. 

Despite Zeldin’s calls for- Republicans to 
unify around his campaign after the New 
York State Republican Party endorsed his 
bid, GOP primary challengers remain in the 
race. 

“Help us — don’t work against us — because 
when we rally together, we are stronger than 
ever,’ Zeldin told party faithful March 1 dur- 
ing the GOP convention at the Garden City 
Hotel. “We need to come out of this conven- 
tion, as unified as this party has been in 
decades.” 

Challenging the congressman for the Re- 
publican line are former Westchester County 
Executive Rob Astorino, businessman Harry 
Wilson, Lewis County Sheriff Michael Carpi- 
nelli, Queens businessman Derrick Gibson 
and Andrew Giuliani, who is the son of for- 
mer New York City Mayor Rudy Giuliani. 

Democratic incumbent Gov. Kathy Hochul 
also faces a long list of challengers after win- 
hing her party's nomination in her bid for 
her first full term after taking office when 
disgraced ex-Gov. Andrew Cuomo resigned 
amid sexual harassment scandals last year. 
She faces U.S. Rep. Tom Suozzi (D-Glen 
Cove), New York City Public Advocate Ju- 
maane Williams and attorney Paul Nichols 
on primary day. 

The lineup is sure to evolve in the coming 
weeks, as the field of candidates will become 
more clear once nominating petitions are due 
next month.

CPF Breaks Revenue Record in January

January 2022 saw the biggest revenue in its 23- 
year history of the Peconic Bay Community Preser- 
vation Fund, despite low inventory throughout the 
five East End towns. 

Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele. Jr., the CPF archi- 


tect, reported the program’s highest monthly total. 
— $24.69 million. The figure is a 17.2% increase over. 


January 2021, when $21.07 million was collected. 

“The high end of the market drives these numbers 
and there’s obviously a lot of activity on the high end 
of the market,” Thiele told Behind The Hedges. 

The program, which now supports water quality 
in addition to open space, is funded by a 2% tax on 
most real estate purchases. 

Thiele pointed to the fact of the money gener- 
ated last year in the program — a record-breaking 
$210.64 million — 88% was on the South Fork. “It’s 
these $20, $30, $40, $50 million deals that you 
don’t see on the North Fork very much that really 
drives these numbers.” 

Southampton Town collected the most in January 
with $14.55 million, an 11.8% increase over Janu- 
ary 2021 when it received $13.02 million. Another 
big sale likely responsible for the spike was the $50 
million sale at 7 Fairfield Pond Lane in Sagaponack, 
which is part of Southampton Town, that closed on 
January 20. 

In January 2022, the biggest increase was in the 
Town of Southold, where CPF revenues jumped 


72.8% over January 2021. The town received $1.59 
million last month and $920,000 the same month 
last year. 

Meanwhile, the Town of East Hampton took in 
$7.32 million, 27.1% more than January 2021, the 
second-biggest spike. The Town of Riverhead also 
saw a bit of.a bump, 9.7%, going from $620,000 in 
January 2021 to $680,000 in January 2022. 

Shelter Island was the only one of the five East End 
towns to see a decrease. Its revenues fell year-over- 
year from $750,000 in January 2021 to $550,000 


_in January 22, a 26.7% decrease. 


‘Since its inception in 1999, the Peconic Bay Re- 
gional Community Preservation Fund has gener- 
ated $1.835 billion, but the last two years have seen 
a huge surge due to the COVID-19 pandemic when 
people flocked to the East End for space and privacy. 

As for 2021's total figures, the $210.64 million 
collected was 51.1% higher than 2020, the highest 
annual CPF total ever, even topping 2020’s record- 
breaking total of $139.42. 

Thiele reports it is. the 17th consecutive month 
that revenues have exceeded $10 million. It has sur- 
prised many, including Thiele, that the figures have 
consistently remained so high. Before the pandem- 
ic, “If we ever had a $10 million month, that would 
stand out in a year. Now you've got 17 of them,” he . 
said. 

How much longer will it last? “That’s the question 
that nobody knows the answer to,” = said. “It obvi- 
ously can’t last forever.”

Four suspects were nabbed fol- 
lowing a police chase and a fifth is 
at large after they allegedly snatched 
more than $91,000 worth of designer 
handbags from the Balenciaga store 
in East Hampton, police said. 

Three men and two women entered 
the store on Newtown Lane, grabbed 
the merchandise and fled the scene in 
less than 30 seconds, using a Dodge 
Durango as their getaway vehicle at 
1:30 p.m. on Thursday, March 3, po- 
lice said. None of the suspects were 
armed, police noted. 

A witness flagged down an East 
Hampton Village Police lieutenant, 
who gave a description of the vehicle to patrol offi- 
cers. A sergeant then attempted to stop the speeding 
SUV on Main Street, but terminated the pursuit due 


- to the safety risk, according to the police incident 


report. — 

East Hampton Village Police notified the sur- 
rounding law enforcement agencies to be on the 
lookout for the vehicle, and a New York State Police 
trooper spotted it on Sunrise Highway near the 
Westhampton Beach exit and gave chase. When the 


SUV got a flat tire near Exit 69 of the Long Island 
Expressway and pulled over, the suspects fled into 
the woods, police said. Suffolk County police heli- 
copters, police dogs and patrol officers on foot later 
apprehended four of the five suspects in the woods. 

Charged with felony counts of grand larceny and 
criminal possession of stolen property were 28-year- 
old Ali Abul Harris, 25-year-old Jamal Revelt Johns, 
24-year-old Wazir Rodgers and 34-year-old Bas- 
eemah Tamika Davis, all of New Jersey. 


Draft East Hampton Airport Rules Detailed

The Town of East Hampton released the details of 


its proposed restrictions on aircraft that fly in and ~ 


out of East Hampton Airport ahead of the Wain- 
scott facility’s recently postponed “re-envisioning” 
process. 

Among the proposed rules in the plan to convert 
the airport from public to private use is setting cur- 
fews, with flights limited between 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 
weekdays and 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. on weekends and 
holidays. 

“Exactly what measures will be put in place and 
studied during the 2022 summer season are still to 
be determined, with comments requested from the 
public by March 18,” the town noted in a statement. 

The town bumped the planned temporary closure 
and reopening of the airport from February to May 


amid ongoing discussions with the Federal Aviation 
Administration and three lawsuits recently filed to 
block the move. 

“While their decision to delay the closing of the 
airport was a welcome gesture toward collaboration, 
the Town of East Hampton’s ill-advised airport re- 
strictions will not solve any issues, but will instead 
only push the problems to neighboring communities 
like Montauk, Westhampton and the North Fork,” 
said Loren Riegelhaupt, spokesman for the Eastern 
Region Helicopter Council. 

Also among the proposed restrictions would be 
the phasing out of allowing aircraft that use lead- 
based fuel, not permitting aircraft that exceed a 
50,000-pound maximum takeoff weight that are 
generally designed to carry 12 or more passengers 
and limiting commercial operators to one daily 
roundtrip per aircraft per day.

n November 1991, I visited Palm 
Beach’s Mar-a-Lago estate which 
six years earlier had been purchased 
by Donald Trump. I was 52. Donald 


Trump was 45. 

Two weeks ago, I returned to 
‘visit The Mar-a-Lago Club for 
a second time. It was almost 
exactly 30 years later. A lot 
had changed: For example, 
I was now 82 and Donald 
Trump 75. Also, for example, 
Donald Trump had gone on to 
become the president of the United 
States. And I had not. 

Among the things that had not 
changed was that Donald Trump was 
not at Mar-a-Lago either time I was. 
On the first occasion, his secretary 
Norma Foerderer called to tell me 
Trump's private plane that had been 
scheduled to pick me up in East Hamp- 
ton would unfortunately be unable to 
do so, so I'd have to get there on my 
own. It would be for the weekend, for 
my wife and me. He’d wanted me to see 
what he was doing. 

This time, however, I doubt he even 
knew I'd be at Mar-a-Lago. I came as 
a guest of a member. It’s now a pri- 


vate club. And while my wife went off — 


golfing, I went there for an afternoon 
snack and drinks. 

I did find much had changed at Mar- 
a-Lago since I was there 30 years ago. 
And all of it was for the better. 

At.my first visit, I was not im- 
pressed. This estate, built-in 1927 by 
the wealthy heiress Marjorie Merri- 


weather Post, was very rundown. And - 


Trump had not told me his restoration 
of the project as a club was still in the 
planning stage. So, I took it for what it 
was, a magnificent 100,000-square- 
foot, 58-bedroom 33-bathroom estate 
built in the Spanish Renaissance style, 
now quite shabby but sporting exciting 
plans for the future. The Town of Palm 
Beach had considered Trump an inter- 
loper. And they were giving him a hard 
time. But he was getting through. The 
alternative, Mr. Trump’s staff told me, 


were plans by others to tear the place 
down. And the Town certainly did not 
want that. They'd be coming around. 

The massive front gates, in the 
Moorish style, were now in this pres- 
ent visit as stunning as can be imag- 

ined: 12 feet high and finished in 
gold leaf where appropriate. 
Last time, they had been a 
dirty brown color. When 

Mrs. Post died in 1973, she 

left her magnificent palace 

to the federal government, 
who painted everything 
bureaucratic brown, cover- 
ing the great handiwork of Italian 
artisans whom Post had brought in to 
build the ornamentation of this project 
back in the 1920s. 

‘ Well, here it was 2022 and the gates 
and everything else such as the porte 
cochere over the driveway and the 
main building with the 75-foot-tall 
tower were now as stunning as any 
royal palace built anywhere. 

On a side table in the main living 
room beyond the royal entrance to 
Mar-a-Lago, amid the oriental car- 
pets, marble floors and 16th century 
Flemish tapestries, a 3-foot-tall mag- 
nificent golden statue that takes your 
breath away sits on a side table under 
a framed photo of Donald Trump. The 
bottom half of the statue is a stunning 


‘reproduction of the Declaration of In- 


dependence partially unfolded, and 
the top half is a bald eagle in flight with 
its talons out just about to land atop it. 
It might have been sculpted during the 
time Trump was in the White House. 
Now here it was at Mar-a-Lago. 

A few members of this club were 
about, and amid the whispered library 
silence that seems to pervade this 
place, they eyed us suspiciously. No, 
we didn’t expect to be here all after- 
noon. And signs said “No Photography, 
Please.” 

Staff led us out to an outdoor porch 
to settle ourselves on a series of so- 
fas that look out westward across the 
broad lawn that leads out to the In- 
tracoastal Waterway and a view of the 
mainland beyond. A waitress took our

order: champagne and popcorn. We 
were myself, Dr. Derek Enlander and 
his wife Adele, art dealer Dr. Ted Vas- 
silev and Victoria Schneps, the new 
owner of Dan’s Papers who to my de- 
light as founder of the paper recently 
added Dan’s Papers Palm Beach to its 
extensive chain of publications. Oc- 
casionally, huge commercial aircraft 
thundered low overhead. Mar-a-Lago 
sits just under the nearby West Palm 
Beach Airport flight path. 

Mar-a-Lago in Italian means “from 
sea to lake” and is perhaps one of only 
a few mansions in Palm Beach that has 
18 acres of grounds that extend from 
ocean to inland waterway. I comment- 
ed that when I was at Mar-a-Lago 30 
years ago, the front lawn of the estate, 
which looks out onto the ocean, fea- 
tured a tunnel through which bathers 
could walk to pass under State Route 
A1A, which runs along the ocean be- 
tween Mar-a-Lago and the sea. I won- 
dered if it were still there. Told that it 
was, I was also told that Trump had 
enlarged a small oceanfront building 
on that beach in the same architectural 
style as the rest of the property. 

He’d.also built new matching Re- 
naissance-style buildings on either 
side of the main mansion, visible as 


you walked across the rear lawn to 
the club’s swimming pools by the Wa- 
terway. Soon, we toured some of the 
buildings. They included a large Plaza 
Hotel-size Louis XIV banquet hall and - 
ballroom on our left and a spa building 
on our right. There were also numer- 
ous tennis courts on the property. 

Leaving as-we had come in, I no- 
ticed in the entry hall as we waited for 
servants to bring our cars a framed 
photo of Donald Trump, together 
with framed letters from several Palm 
Beach historic preservation organiza- 
tions profusely thanking Trump for all 
he had done to keep Mar-a-Lago from 
the wrecking ball and then restore it to 
its former grandeur. 

Driving down the driveway, we came 
up toward the entry gates to find a black 
limousine blocking our way through. 


“The driver of it, a security officer with 


an earpiece, backed his car over to one 
side so we could leave, after which he 
drove back to where he was blocking 
others who might try to drive through 
the gates to the main house uninvited. 
An interesting tidbit: One of Mrs. 
Post’s three children was Academy 
Award-winning actress Dina Merrill — 


_a longtime resident of East Hampton.

Crowded Field: Candidates Line Up to Replace Zeldin

Nine candidates have drawn more than $1 mil- 
lion in campaign donations combined in the race for 
New York State’s ist Congressional District, which 
was recently redrawn to stretch from the East End 
to Nassau County. 


The fundraising tally is based on the latest Fed- 


eral Election Commission (FEC) data and state- 
ments from the six Democrats and three Republi- 
cans running in the June 28 congressional primary 
for a chance to replace outgoing four-term U.S. Rep. 
Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), who is running for governor 
instead of seeking a fifth term. 

“Our fundraising success is a direct result of 
Kara’s ability to connect with Long Islanders of 
all walks of life and earn their support,” said Kel- 
ley Hardon, campaign manager for Suffolk County 
Legislator Kara Hahn (D-Setauket), who had one of 
the biggest war chests in the race with $584,683 in 
donations as of December 31, according to the FEC. 

Zeldin is among three of LI’s five-member con- 
gressional delegation not seeking re-election. Four- 
term U.S. Rep. Kathleen Rice (D-Garden City), 
who represents most of the southern half of Nas- 
sau County, bowed out last month and four-term 
U.S. Rep. Tom Suozzi (D-Glen Cove), whose district 
covers the North Shore, is running a Democratic 
primary in his gubernatorial bid instead of seeking 
another term. Twelve-term U.S. Rep. Gregory Meeks 
(D-Queens), whose district includes a sliver of west- 
ern Nassau, and freshman U.S. Rep. Andrew Gar- 


barino (R-Sayville), whose district spans the South 
Shore of Nassau and Suffolk, are both running for 
re-election. 

The race will be the first since New York State 
lawmakers recently redrew the congressional dis- 
trict lines under the decennial redistricting process 
that GOP. advocates filed a lawsuit to block, alleg- 
ing Democrats tilted the odds in their favor. Zeldin’s 
district currently runs from Orient and Montauk 
points to eastern portions of the Town of Brookhavy- 
en. While it will still cover most of the East End next 
year, it was redrawn to stretch across the North 
Shore of Brookhaven town, through the middle of 
Suffolk to a sliver of eastern Nassau. Garbarino’s 
district stretches into the Town of Southampton as 
of next year. 

The redrawn lines opened the door in the ist Con- 
gressional District for the Suffolk County Republi- 
can Committee to nominate Nicholas LaLota, a for- 
mer commissioner of the Suffolk board of elections 
and ex-Village of Amityville trustee who currently 
serves as chief of staff to Suffolk Legislator Kevin 
McCaffrey (R-Lindenhurst), the newly minted pre- 
siding officer of the county legislature. LaLota is in 
the process of moving his family into the new dis- 
trict. It was not immediately clear how much LaLota 
has raised since he joined the race after the FEC’s 
campaign finance reports for the fourth quarter 
were released at the end of 2021. The FEC will share 
the data for the first quarter on April 15. 

“I accepted the nomination and pledge to do my 
part to put the House’s gavel back in the right hands,” 


tweeted LaLota, alluding to the GOP’s bid to flip 
the U.S. House of Representatives from its current 
Democratic majority under House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi (D-Calif.) in November’s midterm elections. 

Suffolk County Democratic Chairman Rich Shaf- 
fer said his party is declining to nominate a candi- 
date, leaving it up to voters to decide the primary for 
themselves. 

The first candidate to throw a hat in the ring was 
Suffolk Legislator Bridget Fleming (D-Noyac), who 
had $649,493 in donations as of the fourth quar- 
ter. The four-term legislator who has represented 
the South Fork since 2016, previously served on the 
Southampton Town Council and as a Suffolk County 
prosecutor. She placed last in 2020’s three-way 
Democratic primary in the race to unseat Zeldin, 
which challenger Nancy Goroff lost. 

“Bridget’s fundraising advantage is just one of the 
many early successes in her campaign’s effort to flip 
NY-1 in November,” her campaign said in a press re- 
lease last month while touting early endorsements 
from local Democratic officials. ; 

Also running in the Democratic primary is for- 
mer Babylon Town Councilwoman Jackie Gordon 
(D-Copiague), who unsuccessfully ran against Gar- 
barino in 2020. Gordon, a combat veteran, retired 
lieutenant colonel in the U.S. Army and educator, 
was a councilwoman from 2007 through 2020. She 
won almost 73% of the vote in her Democratic pri- 
mary against perennial candidate Patricia Maher 
before losing to Garbarino. 

Democrats who also announced plans to run in

the Democratic primary preceding the race for Zeld- 
in’s open seat are Nicholas Antonucci, an educator 
and nonprofit advocate from Southold who raised 
$13,795; John Atkinson, who reported $6,996 in do- 
nations and works with people with developmental 
disabilities, and Austin Smith, who did not report

any donations as of New Year's Eve. 

On the Republican side, LaLota faces a potential 
GOP primary on June 28 from two candidates: for- 
mer Brookhaven Town deputy supervisor Anthony 
Figliola of East Setauket and Edward Moore Jr., an 
entrepreneur from Smithtown. Figliola reported 


$7,800 in donations. It was not clear what Moore 
had received. 

Of course, with nominating petitions not due for 
another month, it’s possible that some fresh faces 
may make their way onto the primary ballots in this 
race by the time all the paperwork is filed.

TIINA the STORE, a high-end bou- 
tique in a building that dates to the 
19th century, is now on the market for 
$12 million. The building, which in- 
cludes retail space and an apartment 
on the second floor, is listed with Ry- 
lan Jacka of Sotheby’s International 
Realty and Robin Zendell of Robin 
Zendell and Associates, which special- 
izes in commercial luxury retail. 

“Amagansett is rapidly becoming 
the most hip place to shop,” Jacka 
says. “216 Main Street is the most 
prominent building with the best curb 
appeal, built to the highest standard — 
ideal for an art gallery or retail space 


with dramatic double-height ceilings’ 


on the first floor, lower level with high 
ceilings, and second floor two-bed- 
room apartment with additional stor- 
age/office space.” 


The building that houses TIINA © 


the STORE, which features designer 
clothing, accessories, jewelry, beau- 
ty, homeware and gifts from luxury 
brands, was built in 2018, while re- 
storing the historical facade. The 
original building dates back to the 
1800s. 

“Cross the verandah, enter through 
the original storefront and the low-

The 0.31-acre property is grandfa- 
thered as retail and residential with 
an irrevocable special permit, accord- 

_ing to Jacka. “In other words, the local 
zoning has changed, and this property 
enjoys a larger retail space than what 
is permitted under today’s code,” the

listing explains. 

Inside, there are many high-end 
finishes. The first floor offers 2,500 
square feet of retail space with 19-foot 
vaulted ceilings. The lower level -pro- 
vides another 2,000 square feet and 
14-foot ceilings. There is a separate 
staff entrance on the first floor. The 
building is also temperature and hu- 
midity controlled with a double door

Up on the second floor, there is a 
1,200-square-foot luxury two-bed- 
room apartment with 14-foot vaulted 
ceilings and a separate private en- 
trance.

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This Week’s Cover Artist: 
emembering 
Daniel Pollera

he world became a little less beau- 

tiful, as did the future covers of 
Dan’s Papers, when East Quogue and 
Baldwin Harbor artist Daniel Pollera 
died unexpectedly at age 68 on Friday, 
March 4. 

Known to readers for painting some 
of the most beautiful and iconic Dan’s 
Papers covers in his lush, realistic 
style, Pollera recently submitted this 
week’s cover, “Passing Time.” It now 
serves as a bittersweet memorial to 
our longtime friend and_ collabora- 
tor who always brought warmth and 
charismatic banter when he visited the 
office or attended our events and gath- 
erings. Like his art, Pollera’s presence 
could not be denied, and his loss will 
be deeply felt by all of us and anyone 
who had the pleasure of knowing him. 

His spirit lingers as we contemplate 
this week’s cover, featuring a pair of 
Adirondack chairs and a bay house 
porch looking out onto the water and 
a solitary sailboat. It’s classic Pollera, 
even as those empty chairs and the 
serene, seaside setting take on new 
meaning, and a melancholy tide rises. 

Pollera’s imagery often included the 
sea or elements of life on the water, 
which was his other great passion — 
he was a zealous fisherman who loved 
being on the water with family and 
friends aboard his Boston Whaler. 

Born in Freeport in 1953, adopted 
from a foster home at 9 months old 
and raised by loving parents in Val- 
ley Stream, Pollera’s interest in art 
began at a very young age. He always 
gravitated toward drawing and paint- 
ing Long Island’s coastline, and he 
studied commercial art for a year at 
SUNY Farmingdale after graduating 
high school. But Pollera left college to 
join the family business, precipitating 
a nearly 15-year break from painting 

Like his art, the South Shore beach- 
es and bays sparked Pollera’s lifelong 
love of fishing, leading him to earn 
his captain’s license from the U.S. 
Coast Guard in 1977. He then worked 
as captain of a fishing charter, taking 
passengers out onto the open ocean for 
striped bass, tuna and other catches. 


Pollera married his wife Nancy in 
1978 and they were together over 43 
years, sharing a love of clamming, and 
fishing for fluke, flounder and striped 
bass in Baldwin Harbor where they 
lived. While at home, Pollera enjoyed 
restoring simple, flat-bottom Garvey 
work boats and other vessels, a hobby 
he continued throughout his life. 

His affection for, and deep connec- 
tion with, the sea eventually led Poll- 
era back to his art. He photographed 
historic bay houses and coastal scenes 


to inform his often tranquil and al-- 


ways breathtaking oil paintings. 
Mostly self-taught, Pollera had an im- 
mense natural talent, and in the 1980s 
he began selling work at the Sea Horse 
Gift Shop in Freeport. 

He worked with noted portrait and 
mural artist Frances Norris Streit, as- 
sisting her on a large historical mural 
for the Roslyn Savings Bank. He also 
studied at Nassau Community College 
with Everett William Molinari, an ac- 
complished painter and president of 
the National Mural Society whose mu- 
rals hang in the U.S. Capitol building. 

In the decades since Pollera returned 
to the easel, he grew to stand among 
America’s most respected contempo- 
rary artists painting coastal scenes. 
His work is part of international col- 
lections in London, South Africa and 
Australia, as well as permanent muse- 
um collections, including the Parrish 
Art Museum in Water Mill, Guild Hall 
in East Hampton and the Long Island 
Museum in Stony Brook (where he had 
a solo show), among other institutions. 
Montauk TV personality Dick Cavett, 
whose home Pollera loved to paint, 
also collected his work, calling the art- 
ist, “my favorite paint applier.” 

Pollera’s paintings have been dis- 
played at numerous galleries, such 
as the Sorrell Gallery, Spa Fine Art, 
Sheldon Fine Art, Ric Michel Fine Art 
in Southampton and William Ris in 
Jamesport, to name a scant few, and 
he was a primary advisor to filmmak- 
ers Barbara Weber and Greg Blank 
on their 2020 documentary A World 
Within a World: The Bay Houses of 
Long Island, bringing the filmmakers 
to various area bay houses in the win-

ter of 2019. He is featured in the film. 

Perhaps more than even his un- 
forgettable art and his standing as a 
family man and revered figure in the 
local fishing community, Pollera is 
remembered as a kind and generous 
human being who made friends eas- 
ily and brought joy to the people in his 
orbit. Following his death this week, 
a gargantuan outpouring of love and 
sadness continued for days on social 
media as people who knew and ad- 
mired him processed the hole left by 
his outsized personality and artistic 
achievements. _ 

Pollera regularly contributed to 
charitable events for organizations in- 
cluding East End Hospice, the Cancer 
Research Fund, the Guardian Brain 
Foundation and the South Shore Estu-

ary Reserve Stewardship. Awards. He 
was good to people in his community, 
and liked to feed area wildlife such as 
swans and other birds. Pollera sat on 
the board of Long Island Traditions, a 
regional nonprofit organization dedi- 
cated to preserving local traditional 
culture — a group that would also help 
him learn the history of the bay houses 
he painted — and he donated a bay - 
house print for their raffle each year. 

He is survived by his wife Nancy, 
daughter Valerie, son Daniel Jr. and 
five grandchildren.

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Eileen Kelly Is the People’s 
Choice at ‘Dan’s Reimagined’

he popular Dan’s Reimagined 
4& East End Arts members show, 
which tasked participants with creat- 
ing work inspired by past Dan’s Pa- 
pers cover art, concluded its month- 
long run in Riverhead last Friday, 
but not before Baiting Hollow painter 
Eileen Kelly was given the exhibi- 
tion’s coveted People’s Choice award. 
Inspired by Elaine de Kooning’s paint- 
ing on the very first Dan’s cover to 
feature art (dated September 11, 1987), 
Kelly’s acrylic. painting, “The Journey 
Within,” earned the most votes from 
visitors to the show. 

Kelly's stunning, expressionistic 
piece, measuring 22 by 56 inches, 
beautifully captures the essence of 
de Kooning’s take on the famous Pal- 
aeolithic Lascaux cave paintings while 
adding her own voice with heavy im- 
pasto, earthy tones and more detail to 
the animals on the cave wall. 

“Tt was incredible,” East End Arts 
(EEA) Executive Director Diane Burke 
says of the show's closing party, where 
Kelly received her award on Friday. 
“There were a lot of people who came 
to the gallery to see the work and see 
who was the winner.” Burke notes that 
they had a large turnout at the East 
End Arts Gallery, which reflected the 
popularity of the exhibition through- 
out its run. 

“It's beautiful. ... It really was the 
prize of the show,” Burke says of “The 
Journey Within,” pointing out that 
Kelly's win seemed especially fitting 
because her painting reimagined the 
first-ever example of Dan’s cover art. 
Burke also notes that the award was 
well-deserved for Kelly who’s done 
much for the EEA organization. “Since 
we've opened back up post-pandemic, 
Eileen’s been very involved. She’s vol-

unteered regularly, she’s now teaching 
at the school and she’s been a real big 
part of our coming back from closure.” 

“It was a tight race!” EEA Member- 
ship & Gallery Manager and Dan’s 
Reimagined creator Wendy Weiss 
says, explaining that Kelly had stiff 


competition from several artists, in- 


cluding Patricia Kelly Derenze’s “Ride 
‘em Out” (inspired by Patricia Fieler’s 
July 28, 2017 cover), Janet Fink with 
“Our Water Lily Pond” (inspired by 
Joe Chierchio’s April 16, 2021 cover), 
Thomas McSwane’s “Summer View, 
Moonlight” (inspired by Pamela 
Topham’s April 26, 2019 cover) and 
Kim Mendelson with “Headway” (in- 
spired by Howard Stern’s December 
18, 2020 cover). “The top 10 were re- 
ally close,” Weiss says, noting that five 
pieces sold, and while it was the visitor 
favorite, “The Jouney Within” is still 
available. 

On Monday, Kelly was still thrilled 
with her win. “I was very surprised,” 
she says. “When you have an award 
based on what people are drawn to, 
you never really know. So, no, I would 
never have a feeling that I won some- 
thing like that, but I’m very happy be- 


cause that means the feeling that I put 


into it definitely came through.” 

A retired high school math teacher 
and adjunct computer science and ro- 
botics professor at Hofstra, Kelly says 
she won't do anything without fully 
researching and understanding her 
subject, and that also proved true with 
this particular piece. “Nothing for me 
happens without a lot of thought and 
research. I'm an educator and I’m 
a researcher,” she explains. “I love 
knowledge. I believe that knowledge 
is power. I love empowering people 
in knowledge, but I’d also never move 
forward without a really good feel and 
understanding of what I’m doing.”

With this in mind, Kelly says she 
explored the history of Dan’s Papers, 
eventually landing on an article by 
Dan’s Papers founder Dan Rattiner, ex- 
plaining how he began putting the work 
of local artists on his covers. “I have a lot 
of art friends who have been featured 
on Dan’s Papers art covers. I just never 
really looked into the process of where 
they began until this show came about.” 

Once Kelly felt she understood that 
piece of the puzzle, she looked for 
the right cover to reimagine. “I am a 


huge fan of abstraction and Willem: 


de Kooning’s works. I love Elaine de 
Kooning’s work, but she’s more of a 
portrait artist and that is not some- 
thing that I’ve delved into,” she recalls. 
“But then I saw she was in the process 
of doing something that to me was 
really moving. She was reimagining, 
or re-imaging, cave paintings ... 
I needed to really understand what 
Elaine was feeling when she-was try- 
ing to do her renditions of the cave 
paintings,” Kelly continues, noting 
that she tried replicating de Kooning’s 
paintings before attempting to make 
them her own. “I have a whole series 
of cave paintings right now that led up 
to that,” she says, calling those initial 
studies “The Journey Begins” series. 
And, of course, those led to “The Jour-

ney Within.” 

“Because of who she was and her 
work, and her husband’s work, I’m 
already drawn to (the cave paintings), 
but because we were re-imaging a 
painting, and her painting was re- 
imaging artwork as well, it really had 
a tremendously deep meaning to me,” 
Kelly adds. “And I said, ‘Oh, this is per- 
fect because she is re-imaging some- 
thing that existed before.” 

Kelly says her whole process took 
more than a month with research, 
studies and execution.

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Support Regional Professional Theater | 
With Hampton Theatre Company’ s ‘Ripcord’

W ith such stellar performing arts 
productions put on regularly in 
East Hampton and Sag Harbor, some 
East Enders seem to forget that the 
Hamptons has another impressive 
professional theater. across the ca- 
nal: The Hampton Theatre Company 
(HTC). And they're looking to wow 
with the premiere of their latest show, 
David Lindsay-Abaire’s Ripcord, on 
Thursday, March 17. 

The play is described as a comedic 
clash over prime real estate in the 
fictional Bristol Place Senior Living 
Facility. Ripcord begins when the can- 
tankerous Abby is forced to share her 


living space with Marilyn, a new ar- 


rival with an aggressively sunny dis- 
position. What starts as a seemingly 
harmless bet between this odd couple, 
devolves into a riotous game of one- 
upmanship that yields tons of laughter 
but also deeper truths that each would 
rather stay private. 

“T like plays that are very funny but 
that also have some deeper stuff going 
on in them — some deeper elements 
of the human condition and human 
experience — so that it’s not all dark 
but it’s not all funny either,” says HTC 
Board President Andrew Botsford 
of his decision to direct this particu- 
lar, “hysterically funny” production, 
which he intends to direct “straight-up 
the way it was written.” 

Botsford explains that HTC found- 
~ ing member Rosemary Cline sug- 
gested the play with artistic director 
Diana Marbury in mind for one of the 
principal roles. Unfortunately, due 


to cotpiichvians with the COVID-19 
pandemic, Marbury was unable to 
join the production, which meant the 
full cast was left up to open auditions 
and a bit of networking. While HTC 
productions often, feature several 
returning favorites, Ripcord only in- 
cludes one, Vincent Cinque, with the 
rest of the players making their HTC 
debut. Cinque, actor in Six Degrees 
of Separation and recipient of HTC’s 
Peter Marbury Scholarship in 2011 
as a graduating Westhampton Beach 
High School senior pursuing perform- 
ing arts in college, will star in mul- 
tiple roles including that of Benjamin, 


Abby’s estranged son. The leading 


ladies of the show are Laurie Atlas as 
Abby and Claire Parrella-Curran as 
Marilyn. Rounding out the cast are 
Matthew Schiavoni as Scotty the at- 
tendant, Lindsey Sanchez as Marilyn’s 
daughter Colleen and Giovanni San- 
doval as Colleen’s husband Derek. 
Lighting design is by Sebastian Pac- 


_ zynski, sound by Seamus Naughton, 


costumes by Teresa Lebrun and set 
design by Ricky Bottenus and Bots- 
ford. These designers will be espe- 
cially important to this production, 
as the show's characters won't stay in 
the assisted living facility for long and 
will require the use of tricks like slid- 
ing set pieces and a back wall projector 
to portray some of their crazier stunts. 

“It’s a little theatrical magic, which 
is always fun for audiences and for the 
people making theater, too, to be able to 
do a little stagecraft to get the imagina- 


tion going and suspend disbelief as we go- 


to other places without having to build a 
whole other set for it,” Botsford says.

“By being a professional company, 
and paying the people what we've been 
able to pay, we've been able to bring 
some really superior set design and 
sets, lighting design, sound design, 
directors and actors, and the quality 
of the work by having professionals ... 
has been a different level from what 
else is on offer out there,” Botsford 
continues. “As we’ve gone forward, 
we've really capitalized on that and 


become a small, professional regional 


theater.” 

What many. don’t realize about this 
small professional theater company is 
that it was founded as a community 
theater company: Westhampton Com- 
munity Theatre. However, the team of 
founders quickly realized that nearly 
all of them had professional training, 
professional experience or both, so 
branding themselves a nonprofit com- 
munity theater didn’t make all that 
much sense. They later rebranded as 
the Hampton Theatre Company and 
boasted a paid staff and team of de- 
signers, as well as equity actors when- 
ever possible. 

Despite this shift, the community 
mission remained. “Rather than be a 
community theater, we want to build 
a theater community of audiences, ac- 
tors and people who like to make the- 
ater,” Botsford says. “We love the ap- 
plause, but it’s not about the applause. 
It’s about bringing the community to- 
gether, bringing the project together, 
creating a community on the stage 
and then having that energetic and 


spiritual interaction with audiences 
whether they’re connecting to what 
the playwright wrote, what the direc- 
tor saw in it, what the actors bring to 
it, what the design brings to it. Having 
that all come together — it’s a gift and 
a blessing to be able to have that op- 
portunity to do that.” 

_ For the safety of this theater com- 
munity, ticket holders will be required 
to show a photo ID and proof of vac- 
cination or a negative COVID-19 test 
within 72 hours of the day of the per- 
formance they are attending. Also, 
face coverings must be worn at all 
times while inside the theater, includ- 
ing during the show. : 

A self-proclaimed “theater fanatic,” 
Botsford has experienced the great — 
joys of directing, acting and going to 
see theater, and he knows that while 
the safety precautions can be a bit of 
a drag, they’re absolutely worth it for 
the chance to experience great theater. 
“Make the effort,” is his advice to pro- 
spective theatergoers. “They’ll be re- 
ally richly rewarded if they do.”

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Builder Pens Book About His 
Plan to Combat Climate Change

F rank Dalene has always been pas- 


sionate about nature and the envi- . 


ronment. The Norwegian-born presi- 
dent/CEO of Bridgehampton-based 
luxury home builder Telemark Inc. 
‘has developed an initiative that he be- 
lieves could lead to widespread adop- 
tion of greener technologies and help 
combat climate change. This initiative 
is explained in Dalene’s new book, De- 
carbonize the World, which was pub- 
lished last fall by Forbes Books and 
is available from Amazon, Barnes & 
Noble and other booksellers. 

Dalene, who came to the- United 
States as a baby, grew up in a Norwe- 
gian community in St. James. 

“It's part of Norwegian culture to 
go hiking and enjoy nature and to be 
conscious of the environment,’ he 
says. “I was brought up with a sense of 
responsibility and stewardship toward 
the environment.” 

Telemark, which Dalene co-founded 
with his brother, Roy, in 1978, has 
aways been an early adopter of green 
technologies. Dalene, who also leads 
Telemark Service & Maintenance Inc. 
and Bridgehampton Millwork Inc., 
has long been active in the local green 
community. He founded the Hamp- 
tons Green Alliance (HGA), a nonprofit 
professional association that promotes 
sustainable, resilient building and 
maintenance practices. He also previ- 
ously chaired the U.S. Green Building 
Council-Long Island Chapter’s East 
End Committee as well as the Town of 
East Hampton’s Energy Sustainability 
Advisory Committee, leading the town 
to adopt a 100% renewable energy goal 
in electricity, transportation and heat- 
ing fuels — the first town on the East 
Coast to make such a commitment. 

Telemark’s green accomplishments 
have included the completion of the 
Hamptons Green Alliance House, 
which according to the HGA was the 
first building in the world to be certi- 
fied carbon neutral in the construction 
stage. Lessons learned from the HGA 
House have been applied to a second 
project, the HGA Fossil Fuel Free 
Home, which Dalene says is nearing 
completion. 

More than a dozen years ago, 
Dalene began developing the concept 
of the International Carbon Equiva- 


lent Mechanism Attributed Neutral- 
ity ICEMAN) carbon factor program, 
which he said could succeed where 
other programs to fight climate change 
have fallen short by “harnessing the 
positive market forces of competitive 
advantage.” 

Here’s how it works: The ICEMAN 
system would provide an accurate 
carbon footprint of every product 
made, allowing consumers to choose 
products made with lower carbon 
footprints. This methodology would 
simplify the complex sciences de- 
veloped to meastire greenhouse gas 
emissions by converting those mea- 
surements into a universal, simple- 
to-understand indexing system. A 
certified label would be placed on the 
packaging of all products, identifying 
the product’s relationship to carbon 
neutrality. Customers could look at a 
product’s label and immediately know 
how close that product comes to car- 


bon neutral — from its manufacturing | 


process through its arrival in the store 
— as easily as they could read the nu- 
trition information on a box of cereal. 

“My system creates a financial ben- 
efit for-companies that adopt renew- 
able energy,” he says. “It’s a market- 
driven mechanism — companies can 
gain competitive advantage by adopt- 
ing greener technologies — which I 
believe would be more powerful than 
mandates and carrot-and-stick ap- 
proaches, which have been largely 
unsuccessful.” 

In Europe’s social democracies, 


“there's typically a top-down approach 


to change,” Dalene notes. “When the 
government mandates change, people 
tend to accept it. But in the U.S., which 
is more engrained in capitalism, 
change happens from the grass roots 
— when people form a groundswell 
that gives legislators the political capi- 
tal to act.” 

Dalene has obtained five certified 
service marks from the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office for the ICEMAN 
concept, as well as certifications in the 
European: Union and Norway. ‘As a 
project that would impact all manu- 
facturers and products, Dalene says 
government involvement and support 
in the early stages would be integral to 
ICEMAN’s success. 

“I have met with legislators and 
have bipartisan support among con-

gressmembers and senators, who like 
that it’s a market-driven mechanism 
and who have gotten me appoint- 
ments with high-level officials in the 
Environmental Protection Agency and 
Department of Energy,” Dalene says. 
“Everybody loves the idea, but imple- 
menting it would require funding, 
including the allocation of personnel, 
which would need to be approved by 
Congress. Unfortunately, it has been 
low on the list, but with the change in 
administration, the political capital to 
get it done has grown.” 

Dalene wrote his book to explain the 


ICEMAN concept, but also to impress - 


upon readers the urgency of the crisis. 
As the climate continues to change, 


it will likely trigger “feedback loops,” 
which will accelerate the process with 
devastating effects, he says. 

“For instance, as global tempera- 
tures have risen, the tundra’s perma- 
frost has begun to melt,” he explains. 
“Methane, which is trapped within the 
permafrost and is much more potent 
than carbon dioxide, is released into 
the atmosphere when the permafrost 
melts. This is contributing to the ris- 
ing global temperature, which in turn 
causes more permafrost to melt and 
methane to be released, resulting in an 
exponential feedback loop that scien- 
tists believe will become irreversible.” 

He adds, “We need to take action

he 2019 Bordo Antico by Anthony Nappa 

Wines is yet another stunning example 
of Long Island cabernet Franc. This time the 
varietal has taken on perhaps one of its most 
terroir-driven flavor palates. The nose has rich 
notes of earth and tobacco, while the flavor 
is extremely fresh and dry with clean, fresh, 
cherry notes. Its tannins are firm, and the wine 
is structured and exceptionally elegant. There 
is a persistent, dry, cherry finish. 

While still being a true cabernet Franc, ac- 
cording to Nappa’s website, the wine was 
named Bordo, after the traditional Italian 
name for cabernet Franc, and produced in a 
rustic Italian style, fermented wild and without 
additives. It’s possible that Italian style of fer- 
mentation accounts for its Chianti-like prop- 
erty of being so exceptionally easy to pair with 
foods. It complements pasta with red sauce, 
barbecue foods and even more delicate steaks. 
It also pairs well with hearty fish in red sauce 


like Baccala, and even more delicate calamari 
in red sauce. 

While described as full-bodied, this wine’s 
exuberant, fresh finish keeps it from being 
heavy and really makes it relevant for almost 
any food that wine drinkers who “only drink 
red” might want to enjoy it with. 

If the name Anthony Nappa Wines sounds 
familiar, it should. Anthony Nappa has been a 
staple in the East End winemaking community 
since 2007. While establishing his own wine 
brand, Anthony Nappa Wines, with the pro- 
duction of 200 cases of Long Island Pinot Noir, 
he was also head winemaker for Shinn Estate 
Vineyards from 2007 to the 2010 vintage. 
Starting in the 2013 vintage, he joined Raphael 
as head winemaker.

The Hamptons and North Fork 
are home to countless talented chefs, 
several of whom have appeared on 
cooking competition shows — how- 
ever, such stardom has typically been 
reserved for the adults. Just shy of 14 
years old, young Eva of Sag Harbor 
will be making her culinary TV debut 
a little early when she competes on 
Season 8 of MasterChef Junior, pre- 
miering on FOX Thursday, March 17 
at 8 p.m. 

Judges/mentors Gordon Ramsay, 
Daphne Oz and Aar6én Sanchez will 
put 16 gifted junior chefs, ages 8-13, 
through a series of surprising and 
messy challenges involving cooking 
for Renaissance fairs, monster truck 
derbies and the WWE as they deter- 
mine who will win $100,000 and the 
title of America’s next MasterChef Ju- 
nior. In the first episode, the pint-sized 
prodigies will need to punch a hole 
through a square in the wall of mys- 
tery, revealing which of the mystery 
ingredients each contestant must cook 
into something the judges will love. 

Having recorded the season when 
she was 11, one of the “most exciting ex- 
periences of (her) life,” Eva reminisces 
- about her time on the show and culi- 
nary journey, as she prepares to make 
her TV debut. And the East End will be 
right there cheering her-on each week! 


How did you get into cooking 
and develop your skills? 

My dad, my grandparents and my 
mom, they were always really big 
into cooking. Just-watching them and 
growing up, I kind of gravitated to- 


ward the kitchen and ended up helping - 


them out a lot, and that really grew into 
something bigger and more exciting. 


Do you consider any of them 
or another professional chef to 
be your culinary role model? 

I look up to my dad a lot because he

Is there a particular restau- 
rant that inspired your dream 
of owning a 3-star Michelin 
restaurant? 

I don’t know if there’s a particular 
restaurant, but I think that every sin- 
gle time I would go to a restaurant and 
I'd order something, I would always 
look at the presentation, look at the 
way they cooked it, and that played a 
big part in it, too. : 


What made you want to audi- 
tion for MasterChef Junior? 

One day my mom called me up, 
and she was like, “Do you want to 
audition?” And I was like, “You 
know what, I would love to,” because 
I'd been cooking before, a lot, and 
I'd watched the show and it looked 
like SO much fun — like one of the 
funnest things to do. ... And I re- 
ally wanted to go outside my comfort 
zone and really take that additional 
step into cooking. 


Being a big fan of Gordon 
Ramsay, would you say you were 
more nervous or excited to cook 
for him? ; 

I. was definitely excited — I was so

Preston Jankowski Is WHB St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade 2022 Grand Marshal, Finally

n a long-overdue move, the mem- 

bers of the Westhampton Beach 
Saint Patrick’s Day Parade Conimittee 
selected Preston Jankowski to lead 
the 2020 march down the green line 
on March 14 of that year. First sug- 
gested to the committee by long-time 
former Quogue resident Chris Kelsey 
via committee member Mike “Digger” 
Koziarz, this selection may just mark 
the East End’s first grand marshal 
with an intellectual disability, but 
more importantly, this selection plac- 
es the spotlight on a local icon beloved 
in his community. 

Unfortunately, and obviously, the 
parade was canceled in 2020 due to 
COVID and canceled again in 2021, 
but the parade is on this year and 
Jankowski will, indeed, be leading 
the march down Main Street. “It is an 
honor and pleasure to have Preston as 
our grand marshal,” Parade Commit- 
tee President Tim Laube says, “It has 
been two years in the making, but his 
time has come.”. 

Considering the title of WHB 
grand marshal has been reserved 
for Jankowski since 2020, he adds 
optimistically, “Can you believe it? 
I will be the only three-year grand 
marshal.” 

Now 67-years-old, born and raised 
in Quogue, Jankowski is the son of the 
late Lenny and Marie Jankowski, the 
brother of Phyllis Kessler, whom he 
refers to as “Sissy,” and the uncle of 
her children Jeff and Laura. “He has 
stayed so positive his whole life,” Lau- 
ra says of her uncle. “He has always 
persevered in a positive high, that is 
why so many people love him.” 

Jankowskis unique way of view- 
ing the world become apparent early 
into his childhood. “I did not know 
my brother was special until I was five 
years old,” his sister Phyllis recalls. 
“Preston and I would play like typical 
siblings. We were always inseparable, 
everything we did, we did together 
— from building go-carts to riding 
bikes. There was one thing that dif- 
ferentiated us from typical siblings: 
We never fought. Preston by nature is 
a very loving, caring person, with the 
most extraordinary imagination. ... 
He loved to climb trees, go fishing on 
the Quogue dock, and we would build 
and fly kites together, thanks to my 
father.” 


What makes Jankowski truly spe- 
cial is his loyalty, his humor and his 
sociability — yes, he is very, very 
social. His cadre of friends and ac- 
quaintances runs'‘from Westhampton 
to Hampton Bays, from the officers of 
the Quogue PD to the members of the 
Quogue FD, bartenders to barbers, ca- 
terers to card store owners, lifeguards 
to landscapers, politicians to public 
school teachers. Jankowski’s person- 
ality is infectious! 

Growing up, the entire community 
of Quogue was a friend of Jankowski’s 
and everyone looked out for him. The 
good.people of this Norman Rockwell 
painting of a village afforded him the 
opportunity to grow up immersed in 
the community as a kid riding his bike 
around the village, hanging out on 
Jessup Avenue and spending summer 
days at the Quogue Village beach. 

Sadly, after being hit by a car in his 
20s, Jankowski was no longer able 
to ride the two-wheeled bike he had 
rolled through Quogue on, and he 
took to an adult three-wheeled tri- 
cycle that has became synonymous 
with his icon status. He not only 
wheeled about Quogue and Wes- 
thampton Beach regularly, but he 
also led the Coneheads in the WHB, 
Hampton Bays and Montauk St. Pat- 
rick Day parades for years. For those 
unfamiliar, the Coneheads are an ex- 
clusive group of locals that dress in 
colorful attire, wear the classic Sat- 


urday Night Live Conehead hats and © 


dance down the parade routes. Now 
donated to a disabled veterans or- 
ganization, Jankowski’s tricycle was 
bright yellow and customized with 
a volunteer fire department flashing 
light that was indeed given to him by 
the members of the Quogue Fire De-

partment who long ago made him an 
honorary member. Jankowski is also 
a member of the Knights of Colum- 
bus and an honorary Quogue Village 
Beach Lifeguard. 

After his father’s death in 2008, 
Jankowski’s mother Marie, disabled 
by a brain aneurysm in 1986, was 
left alone to care for Jankowski. 


This 82-year-old woman was left in 


charge of her then-54-year-old son 


with strong opinions and a demand-. 


ing social calendar. Marie was deter- 
mined to maintain Jankowski’s life in 
Quogue, and they made it work. She 
was the brains and he was the brawn 
— their synergy was a ballet of ne- 
cessity. His strong arms opened jars, 
changed lightbulbs, took out the gar- 
bage and lifted his mother out of her 
chair when asked, and she, with one 
working hand, prepared breakfast, 
lunch and dinner every day, did the 
laundry (with his help carrying the 
hamper) and so on. 

When Marie passed away in 2012, 
Jankowski’s full-time life in Quogue 
came to an end. Thanks to Walter 
Stockton — founder, president and 
CEO of Independent Group Home Liv- 
ing (IGHL) and his former friend and 
teacher when he attended Maryhaven 
Center of Hope in 1969 —- Jankowski 
found a new home at one of the IGHL 
houses in East Moriches. He was also 
introduced to Doreen Pittelli, a devot- 
ed DSP (Direct Support Professional) 
at his new home. “Preston has been 
such a staple in the community for 


so many years, it is an honor he well 
deserves,” Stockton says of his grand 
marshal title. “I congratulate him and 
the parade committee for their vision 
in choosing him.” 

Albeit limited the past two years 
because of COVID, close enough to 
Quogue, Jankowski’s devoted friends 
like Donna Conti, Patrick Connor, 
Tommy Otis, the Quogue Village beach 
lifeguards Eric Buhl, Ryan Faye, Rich 
Harris, Sean Brand and Terry Moran 
find their way to Jankowski in East 
Moriches to visit and include him in 
events like the Knights of Colum- 
bus meetings, the Quogue Firehouse 
events, church services and West- 
hampton Beach High School football 
games, among other events and at- 
home hangouts. “You know, I have lots 
of friends,” Jankowski states. “I love 
them and they love me, just like Sissy 
and Doreen love me.” ; 

The Westhampton Beach St._ Pat- 
rick’s Day Parade has been a seminal’ 


_part of Jankowski’s life since his 20s, 


marching first with the Quogue Fire — 


Department, then leading the Cone- 
heads down the green line for years 


on his iconic yellow tricycle, and then 
marching with the Knights of Colum- 
bus. And now it’s finally time for him 
to lead the parade as grand marshal. 
“Preston was such an_ obvious 
choice, I am surprised we did not do 
it earlier,” Donna Conti of the WHB 
parade committee says. “He is such 
an integral part of the Quogue/Wes- 
thampton Beach community and has 
been for so many years. However, I 
will miss the yellow tricycle.” : 
Unfortunately, two-weeks before 
this year’s parade Jankowski had to 
have a cancerous kidney removed. 
He may not be able to actually walk 
the entire parade route, but thanks to 
Tommy Otis of Otis Ford in Quogue, 
he will be able to tip his top hat to the 
crowd from a beautiful convertible. 
Still, the honor of being selected 
the 2020 grand marshal of the WHB 
parade was a special gift to a very 
special Quogue/Westhampton Beach 
resident. Now, finally leading the 
2022 St. Patrick’s Day Parade on the 
rescheduled date of Saturday, April 2, 
Jankowski says, “It will be the great- 
est day of my life. Hey, I am the grand 
marshal, and it is my parade!”

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Tony Walton, Award-Winning Titan of 
Theater and Film Has Died at 87 


Di Sk a Broadway and film 
esigner and Sag Harbor resi- 
dent Tony Walton died peacefully on 
Wednesday, March 2 from complica- 
tions of a stroke. He was 87. 

Walton was a director and designer 
for Broadway, Off-Broadway, film, 
television, ballet and opera. He was 
nominated for 16 Tony Awards for his 
sets and/or costumes, and won three 
for Pippin, House of Blue Leaves and 
Guys and Dolls. Among his 20 films, 
Mary Poppins, The Wiz, Murder on 
the Orient Express and Bob Fosse’s 
All That Jazz earned him five Acad- 
emy Award nominations. He. won 
theOscar for All That Jazz in 1979, 
and an Emmy for Death of a Sales- 
man in’85. 

Born in Walton-on-Thames, Eng- 
land in 1934, Walton studied art and 
design at the Slade School of Fine Art 
in London. His designs for Broadway 
include Fosse’s original productions 
of Chicago and Pippin, Grand Hotel, 
Annie Get Your Gun, Guys and Dolls, 


Anything Goes and Harold Pinter’s 


Moonlight and Ashes to Ashes, among - 


many others. He was production de- 
signer for Madison Square Garden’s A 
Christmas Carol for 10 years and for 
his ex-wife Julie Andrews’ 2003 re- 
vival of The Boy Friend for Bay Street 
Theater in Sag Harbor, Goodspeed 
Opera House and a U.S. tour in 2005. 

Walton’s film work includes collabo- 
rations with Fosse and other directors, 
such as Sidney Lumet, Paul Newman, 


Mike Nichols, Ken Russell, Volker - 


Schlondorff and Francois Truffaut. 
He also created book and magazine 


illustrations; caricatures for Playbill, 


Theatre Arts, Vogue and others; and 
posters for plays and musicals. 


In his later life, Walton. turned to. 


directing, often while also design- 
ing, for productions of Oscar Wilde, 
George Bernard Shaw, Noél Coward 
and others for New York’s Irish Rep, 
San Diego’s. Old Globe, Sarasota’s 
Asolo Rep, the John Drew Theater in 
East Hampton and Bay Street. At the 


John Drew Theater, he staged Orson 
Welles’ Moby Dick Rehearsed star- 
ring Peter Boyle, and two plays by 


Peter Shaffer — both starring Alec 


Baldwin: Equus and The Gift of the 
Gorgon. Most recently at John Drew, 
he staged Coward’s Tonight at 8:30, 
starring Blythe Danner and Simon 
Jones. Walton also directed smaller 
local productions, such as a 2015 pre- 
sentation of A.R. Gurney’s Love Let- 
ters with Pia Lindstrom and Terrance 


Fiore to benefit local charities at a- 


Bridgehampton church. 
As a producer, he co-presented six 


plays and musicals in London; three — 


in association with the legendary Hal 
Prince. His designs for opera have 
been seen at London’s Theatre Royal 
Covent Garden, The Sadler’s Wells 
Opera Company and around Europe 
and the U.S. His ballet designs include 
St. Louis Woman for Dance Theatre of

Be- 
cause of their essential work, everyone - 
can enjoy plants that delight the eyes 
and tasty foods that tantalize the taste 
buds. 

Some pollinator populations are di- 
minishing, so people are taking action 
by planting pollinator-friendly gar- 
dens. For example, if you want butter- 
fly bliss in your garden, choose chrysa- 
lis buddleia. Known as butterfly bush, 
this plant has an abundance of flowers

fect for a small hanging basket. Add in 
afew shamrock lantana, whose blooms 
are an attractive, soft landing pad, and 
you'll be creating a pollinator paradise.

Compass Commercial 
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Congressman Andrew Garbarino: 


New Voice of the E

hile he may be a first-term con- 

gressman, U.S. Rep. Andrew 
Garbarino (R-Sayville) is no stranger 
to fighting on behalf of Long Islanders. 
As a result of the redistricting process, 
he will also represent western com- 
munities in the Town of Southampton 
starting next year. 

Garbarino is a South Shore native, 
born and raised in Sayville. A lifelong 
Republican, Garbarino is a lawyer by 
trade but has dedicated most of his 
adult life to public service. Since enter- 
ing the halls of Congress, Garbarino 
has stayed true to his roots, fighting 
for local priorities, and putting the 
people of Long Island first. 

Right off the bat he made veterans’ 
issues a top priority. One of the first 
pieces of legislation he introduced at 
the start of his term was one to ad- 
dress veteran suicide rates and just 
last month he announced plans to 
save veteran halls that have struggled 
during the pandemic. He has railed 
against anti-police policies, stand- 
ing firm behind his stance during his 
campaign. 

“T fully reject any and all calls to de- 
fund the police,” he says. 

When small businesses fell victim to 
the pandemic, he worked to make re- 
lief funding more accessible and keep 
our local economy moving forward. 

Garbarino was first elected to public 
office in 2013, succeeding then-Assem- 
blyman Phil Boyle (R-Bay Shore), who 
was elected to the New York State Sen- 
ate. Garbarino was immediately identi- 
fied as a “rising star” in the Legislature's 
lower chamber, serving as an outspo- 
ken advocate for his constituents — his 
neighbors, really — in Sayville and the 
surrounding communities. 

Then, in 2019, then-U.S. Rep. Pe- 
ter King (R-Seaford) — a political 
institution in every sense of the word 
— announced that he would not seek 
re-election to the U.S. House of Rep- 
resentatives, leaving the seat vacant. 
Garbarino announced his intention to 
pursue the open seat, with the endorse- 
ment of the 14-term congressman to 
replace him as the representative for 
New York State’s 2nd Congressional 
District. 


The support of King, the Republican 
and Conservative parties and various 
other organizations — including local 
law enforcement — put him across the 
finish line victorious in November of 
2020. Immediately thereafter, work 
began for the new congressman-elect, 
with the major goal of making sure 
that his constituents’ voices are heard 
in the “People’s House.” 

Some things changed for Garba- 
rino turning from assemblyman to 
congressman. His number of con- 


stituents, for example, grew six-fold:. 


from approximately 97,000 in the As- 
sembly to over 700,000 in Congress. 
His district, which remains largely 


the Long Island’s South Shore, also 


expanded. Now, Garbarino serves the 
residents of both Nassau and Suffolk 
counties, with diverse communities of 
everyday Long Islanders and working 
Americans. 

Garbarino’s passion for his job, 
though, remained the same. His com- 
mitment to public service — founded 
on a sense of responsibility to his con- 
stituents, his community, his country, 
and its principles — also remained a 
pillar. 

This was recognized by his col- 
leagues in Congress, which is why he 
— like his predecessor, King — was se- 
lected to serve on the House Commit- 
tee on Homeland Security. Garbarino 
was also appointed the committee’s 
ranking member on its cybersecu- 
rity subcommittee, a topic which is 
fresh on the minds of Long Island- 
ers and Americans alike amidst the 
recent conflict in Ukraine. Over the 
last week, Long Islanders may have 
seen his messages urging them to take 
steps to protect themselves from po- 
tential cyberattacks, all while taking 
action to strengthen the cybersecurity 
of the nation. 

While the threat of cyber crimes 
seems abstract to many of us, Garba- 
rino has become a leader on the issue 
and in his effort to keep Long Island- 
ers safe from this threat, he has pro- 
posed introducing the topic into our 
children’s school curriculum. 

“By incorporating cybersecurity 
into our school’s curriculum, along- 
side core subjects like math and sci- 
ence, we will be able to bring up the

next generation with a-strong foun- 
dation to not only protect themselves 
individually from cybercrimes, but 
also to inspire greater participation 
in the cybersecurity workforce,” he 
says. “Cyber attacks are the next 
frontier in the great power competi- 
tion with China and Russia and we 
must act now to mitigate this threat 
and build resilience throughout our 
citizenry.” 

He made it a priority to fight for 
border security, recently completing 
his second trip to the nation’s south- 
ern border, where he met with border 
patrol agents, visited migrant facilities 
and toured the border, which has re- 
mained the focus of national political 
discourse. 

Bringing a strong foundation of 
experience with him to Washington, 
D.C., Congressman Garbarino hit the 
ground running and is quickly emerg- 
ing as a powerful and influential mem- 


ber of the House of Representatives. 
He is lauded by many on both sides 
of the political aisle as being “com- 
mon sense.” His approach to politics is 
one of the many reasons he joined the 
Problem Solvers Caucus, which works 
to bridge the political divide in Con- 
gress and get things done. 

Garbarino now serves New York in 
Washington rather than Albany, but 
he has remained engrained in local 
issues and vocal in the same. Hold- 
ing hundreds of constituent meetings, 
speaking with residents and business 
leaders. He keeps his finger on the 
pulse and is aware of the needs of lo- 
cal residents. The leadership he has 
displayed during just over a year in 
Congress shows us exactly the kind of 
representative he'll be in the future.
